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A Bill to Specify Programmatic Space Allocations for Lower Sproul Redevelopment

WHEREAS, In April 2010, the Bringing Energy And Revitalization to Sproul (B.EA.R.S.) 
Referendum passed with an overwhelming majority student vote; and, 

WHEREAS, The passing of this referendum allowed the fee process for the $223 million project to 

begin in which students were to contribute approximately $124 million while the campus 
provided $99 million of funding; and, 

WHEREAS, The necessity of the renovations stemmed from the inherent need for the student center to 
better serve needs of students and student groups; and, 

WHEREAS, The seismic instability of the current Eshleman hall, due to the age of the building, 

threatens the lives of students who constantly use the building for storage and meeting 
space; and, 

WHEREAS, Eshleman hall currently exhibits poor energy and environmental sustainability; and 

WHEREAS, As a result of the BEARS Initiative, the Lower Sproul Working Group and Programming 
Committee were formed to holistically address the concerns of students and campus 
administration for the project; and, 

WHEREAS, The Lower Sproul Working Group was tasked with making recommendations to the 
Programming Committee, which would ultimately make decisions regarding the 
renovations; and, 

WHEREAS, The Lower Sproul Working Group consists of 12 voting members, 7 students (4 

undergraduate students and 3 graduate students) and 5 campus administrators; and, 

WHEREAS, Student input has played a crucial role in the developments of Lower Sproul 
Redevelopment; and, 

WHEREAS, As of November 201 1, the scope of the project, due to cost-cutting measures, was 

increased to include several additional building structures, most notably the Naia Lounge 
area; and, 
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WHEREAS, Construction and implementation is slated to begin by the end of 2012 with completion 
anticipated by 2015; and 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, The ASUC affirms the recommendations of the Lower Sproul 
Working Group and will remain in constant communication with the student and 
administrative representatives throughout the remainder of this process; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, Approximately 1000 square feet be specifically 

allocated towards Meditation space in the ground level of the newly built Eshleman Hall; 
and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, Approximately 1650 square feet be specifically 
allocated towards enclosed student space, intended for the Recruitment and Retention 
Centers and the bridges Multicultural Resource Center, in the ground level of the newly 
built Eshleman hall; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, Approximately 150 square feet be specifically 

allocated towards office space, intended for the Queer Alliance Resource Center, in the 
ground level of the newly built Eshleman hall; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, A space for a permanent public service center be 

located on the third level of the newly built Eshleman hall in order to promote the spirit 
of community service and encourage student groups to also engage in community 
development; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, Approximately 1000 square feet be specifically 
allocated towards event space in the sixth level of the newly built Eshleman hall; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, The Open Computing Facility (OCF) be allocated 
space in the Naia Lounge area; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, Additional space in the Naia Lounge area be 
allocated to CalTV as well; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, Student input continues to be considered and 
implemented in the decision making process of Lower Sproul Redevelopment.

WHEREAS, The Union Salvadorena de Estudiantes Universitarios (USEU) came about in a moment 
in which the Salvadoran population was being regarded as the 3rd or 4th largest Latino 
group in the United States, yet that was (and continues to be) far from their representation 
in academia, and; 



WHEREAS, USEU seeks to give visibility to the Salvadoran student population in the United States, 
not in a nationalistic approach, but as a manifestation of counter-hegemonic discourse 
that state the message that Salvadorenos are academics as well, and; 



WHEREAS, members of USEU make the clear distinction that they are the Salvadorenos that have 
had the life opportunities to make it into this academic space, but remain critical of the 
conditions surrounding our youth who do not have such opportunities, and; 



WHEREAS, USEU is dedicated to the transformation of Salvadoran society both in El Salvador and 
abroad. Through a critical approach of Salvadoran history and the context of reception in 
the United States and other countries, USEU advocates for alternatives to the depleting 
neo-liberal model that has succumbed Salvadorans to extreme conditions of marginality; 
and, 



WHEREAS, USEU promotes and supports research that seeks to understand and empower their 

community, while promoting a strong sense of participation on behalf of our members in 
the transformational approaches of El Salvador, and; 



WHEREAS, USEU had been recognized as a SAG by the ASUC for the 2009-2010 and 2010-201 1 
academic years, and; 



WHEREAS, miscommunication in transitional processes amongst outgoing leadership has resulted in 
USEU's loss of recognition for the 201 1-2012 academic year. 



THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Union Salvadorena de Estudiantes Salvadorenos (USEU) 
be reinstated as a 3rd year Student Activity Group (SAG) for the 201 1-2012 academic 
year. 
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A Bill in Support of Constitutional Amendments for Establishing 
2- Year Senate Terms with Rotational Cycles

WHEREAS, The ASUC Senate is comprised of twenty (20) elected Senators, elected in accordance 
with Article VII of the Constitution and by the ASUC By-Laws; and 

WHEREAS, Senate seats are filled by the Spring Regular Election with terms lasting one (1) year, 
beginning by the first day of the Fall semester; and 

WHEREAS, it has been a historical rarity that Senators serve more than one term in the ASUC Senate; 
and 

WHEREAS, An identifiable weakness of the ASUC is a lack on institutional memory and knowledge 
due to the high turn-over of the Senate and Executive Offices, which could be markedly 
improved through a 2- Year Senate Term; and 

WHEREAS, Two notable ASUC offices that serve 2- Year terms is the Store Operations Board student 
representatives and the ASUC Judicial Council Justices; and 

WHEREAS, Such a plan does not disallow 3 rd year undergraduates from running for office, given the 
historical precedent of numerous 5 th year Senators; 

WHEREAS, this Bill will initiate a referendum on the 2012 Spring Election Ballot to amend the 
Constitution and By-Laws to make Senate terms 2-years and create a rotational cycle 
where ten (10) Seats are elected each year in the Spring Regular Election; and 

WHERAS, This rotational cycle will begin with a Special Temporary Rule in place for the Spring 
Regular Election 2013. During this Election cycle Senatorial Candidates may register to 
run for a two-year term or a one- year term, one or the other but not both. There will be 
clear distinctions between the 1-Year and 2-year Senatorial Candidates in the Voters 
Guide and separated by category for the 2014 Election Ballot. Parties will be limited to 
run a maximum of ten (10) Senatorial Candidates in each temporal category. All rules in 
Title IV, Article 14.2, will be in effect with the difference of two categories for Senate 
Offices; and 

WHEREAS, There will be ten (10) 2- Year Senators elected and ten (10) 1-Year Senators elected in 
accordance with Title IV, Article XV, 15.5 of the By-Laws; and 

WHEREAS, In the Spring Regular Election 2014 the ten (10) 1-Year Senate seats will be on the ballot 
as normal 2-Year Terms per the Constitutional Amendments and By-Laws amendments 
that follow; and 
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WHEREAS, In the Spring Regular Election 2015 the ten (10) 2- Year Senate seats will be open on the 
ballot; 

WHEREAS, By 2015 the rotational cycle of ten (10) seats each year being placed on the Spring 

Regular Election will be in place and will adhere to the Constitutional Amendments and 
By-Law amendments that follow; and 

WHEREAS, Such an organizational reform will create a Senate senior class and junior class; and 

WHEREAS, Having a stagnated Senate body will strengthen institutional memory of the ASUC 

organization through the transmitted knowledge from the senior class to the junior class; 
and 

WHEREAS, The individual Senate terms will also become more productive given a two-year term 
period to figure out the complexities of the ASUC, ASUC Auxiliary, Store Operations 
Board, University Relations, etc. and will promote more completion of Senate campaign 
goals; 

WHEREAS, To amend the Constitution Article XIII states: 



ARTICLE XIII - AMENDMENTS AND INTERPRETATIONS 

SECTION 1: AMENDMENTS 

A. An amendment to this Constitution may be proposed by either a two-thirds (2/3) vote of 
the entire Senate, or by a petition signed by ten percent (10%) of the student body and 
presented to the Senate, which shall then call a vote in accordance with Article VII. 

B. A favorable vote of sixty percent (60%) of the votes cast for and against the amendment 
shall be necessary for adoption of the amendment; if adopted, the amendment shall take 
effect on the date specified in the amendment, or if no date is specified, immediately 
upon confirmation of election results by the Senate. 



WHEREAS, Article III - ASUC SENATE, Sec. 2: MEMBERSHIP of the Constitution reads: 

A. The voting members of the Senate shall be twenty (20) Senators (the entire Senate), elected in 

accordance with Article VII of this Constitution and the ASUC By-Laws. All seats shall 
be filled by the Spring regular election with terms of office beginning the first day of the 
Fall semester and 

B. lasting for one year. 
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WHEREAS, Article VII, SECTION 4: SENATE SEATS of the Constitution reads: 

Unless changed by referendum, all Senators shall be elected at-large. Nothing in this Constitution shall 
be construed to prohibit district elections. 

WHEREAS, Title VI, Sec. 14.2 of the By-Laws States, 

14.2 Senate Offices 

1. Ballot positions for each party and for independents shall be allocated vertically down the 
ballot. The order of the names on the ballot shall be arranged vertically down the ballot, 
with the first ballot position being placed in the top left-hand position. Further positions 
shall be allocated vertically until the left-column is filled. The second column shall then 
be filled in a similar manner. The third column shall also be completed in a similar 
manner. 

2. If the number of names allows, space shall be left between the independent candidates 
and the first party, and between each party. 

3. The determination of the order in which the candidate names shall appear on the ballot 
shall be made for the Senate candidates as follows: 

a. The roll of each party running candidates for Senate shall be called in any order as 
determined by the Elections Council Chair. 

b. Each party name shall be read separately and a number corresponding to its ballot 
position shall be drawn at random from a container; this number shall be read aloud and 
recorded by an Elections Council member. Independents shall receive top ballot position. 

c. The roll of the candidates running independent shall be called in any order determined by 
the Chair. 

d. Each independent candidate's name shall be read separately and a number corresponding 
to his/her ballot position shall be drawn at random from a container; this number shall be 
read aloud and recorded by an Elections Council member. 

e. The order in which the senate candidates' names shall appear within a party shall be 
determined by the signatory of the party. 

f. Half of the ballots will be printed according to this order, and the other half of the ballots 
shall have the order of the party reversed and the candidates within each party shall also 
be reversed. 



THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, A Referendum on the Spring Regular Election 2012 Ballot reads 
as follows: 
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Establishing Two-Year Senate Terms with Rotational Cycles 

The ASUC Senate, comprised of 20 elected officials, currently serves one-year Senate terms. A Vote of 
'Yes ' to the below Constitutional Amendments will create two-year Senate terms with ten 
(10) seats of the Senate being up for election each Spring Regular Election. A senior 
class and junior class of the Senate will form with one-year overlap. 

The rotational cycle will begin with a special temporary rule on the Spring 2013 ballot. During this 
election Senatorial Candidates may register to run for a two-year term or a one-year 
term, one or the other but not both. There will be clear distinctions between the 1-Year 
and 2-year Senatorial Candidates in the Voters Guide and separated by category for the 
2013 Election Ballot. Parties will be limited to run a maximum of ten (10) Senatorial 
Candidates in each temporal category. All campaign rules in the ASUC By-Laws will be 
in effect. 

There will be ten (10) 2-Year Senators elected and ten (10) 1-Year Senators elected in accordance with 
Title IV, Article XV, 15.5 of the By-Laws. In the Spring Regular Election 2014 the ten 
(10) 1-Year Senate seats will be on the ballot as normal 2-Year Terms per the 
Constitutional Amendments and By-Laws amendments that follow. In the Spring Regular 
Election 2015 the ten (10) 2-Year Senate seats will be open on the ballot. By 2015 the 
rotational cycle often (10) seats each year being placed on the Spring Regular Election 
will be in place. 

The ASUC Constitution currently reads: 

Article III - ASUC SENATE, Sec. 2: MEMBERSHIP: 

A. The voting members of the Senate shall be twenty (20) Senators (the entire Senate), elected in 
accordance with Article VII of this Constitution and the ASUC By-Laws. All seats shall 
be filled by the Spring regular election with terms of office beginning the first day of the 
Fall semester and 

lasting for one year. 

A Vote of 'Yes ' will amend the Constitution to read: 
Article III - ASUC SENATE, Sec. 2: MEMBERSHIP: 

A. The voting members of the Senate shall be twenty (20) Senators (the entire Senate), elected in 
accordance with Article VII of this Constitution and the ASUC By-Laws. All seats shall 
be filled by the Spring regular election with terms of office beginning the first day of the 
Fall semester and 

lasting for two years. 

The Constitution currently reads: 

Article VII, SECTION 4: SENATE SEATS of the Constitution reads: 
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Unless changed by referendum, all Senators shall be elected at-large. Nothing in this Constitution shall 
be construed to prohibit district elections. 

A Vote of 'Yes ' will amend the Constitution to read as follows: 
Section 4: Rotational Senate Seats 

A. Unless changed by referendum, all Senators shall be elected at-large. Nothing in this Constitution 

shall be construed to prohibit district elections. 

B. Every Spring regular election at least ten (10) Senate seats will be up for election after serving 

his or her two-year term. 

C. Should Senator be removed from office or resign see Article III - Section 3C of the Constitution 

for replacement.

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A Bill in Consideration of the Governor's 2012-2013 Higher Education Budget Proposal

WHEREAS, Governor Brown released his proposed budget for the 2012-2013 fiscal year on January 
5, 2012, which detailed how he would address the $9.2 budget deficit; and, 

WHEREAS, this budget proposal includes a specific plan for Higher Education; and, 

WHEREAS, one component is the Governor's tax initiative, which would provide a funding source for 
public institutions by increasing state contribution by four percent each year until 2016; 
and, 

WHEREAS, while this funding is important to the immediate future of public education, the state 
should seek other sources of revenue for Cal Grants and higher education in order to 
provide a long-term funding source, such as an oil severance tax; and, 

WHEREAS, the California Student Aid Commission (CSAC) is considering several proposals to 
balance the Budget; and, 

WHEREAS, several of these proposals could have concerning effects on students who receive Cal 
Grants; and, 

WHEREAS, according to the Governor's Budget Summary, over 91,000 students received new Cal 
Grant awards, and over 144,000 students received renewal awards, in 2010-1 1; and, 

WHEREAS, under the Governor's budget proposal, students attending independent, for-profit 
colleges will receive a maximum reward of $4000, reduced from $9708; and, 

WHEREAS, instead of punishing students for attending these often-costly for-profit institutions, the 
state should develop regulations to protect students who attend these institutions; and, 

WHEREAS, the Governor's proposal calls for phasing out loan assumption programs for teachers and 
nurses who enter underresourced communities; and, 

WHEREAS, the loan assumption program directly benefits these communities that have been hit 
hardest by consistent cuts to services and phasing out this program will discourage 
students from serving in these communities; and, 

WHEREAS, the intention of increasing the GPA requirement for Cal Grant applicants is to focus the 
most resources on students who are most likely to complete their degrees; and, 
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WHEREAS, the new GPA requirement will deny 26,000 students across the state access to Cal Grants 
A and B and will diminish the opportunity for many students to pursue higher 
education; and, 

THEREFORE IT BE RESOLVED, that the Associated Students of the University of California 

(ASUC) urges the State to pursue long-term funding sources for higher education and 
to develop a Higher Education Budget that is more sensitive to the needs of students, 
especially those from under-served communities; and, 

THEREFORE IT FURTHER BE RESOLVED, the ASUC stands in solidarity with California State 
University and Community College students who are the most affected by the new 
GPA requirement; and, 

THEREFORE IT FURTHER BE RESOLVED, the ASUC urges the CSAC to further engage 
students by making meetings more accessible and welcomes the CSAC to the UC 
Berkeley campus to allow for more effective dialogue; and,
